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Ogles County Tax Ruling Casts 
Doubt On *. Love For Taxpayer 


Blending his opinion of state 
legislators with his opinion of 
their statutes, Assistant District 
Attorney Joel E. Ogle late yester­ 
day gave the county supervisors a 
formal ruling that the county as­ 
sessor may seize and sell unsecur­ 
ed personal property for taxes im­ 
mediately after assessment, up to 
July 31. 
Using Sections 38 20 and 38 21 of 
the political code as basis for his 
ruling, Ogle enlivened the drab 
legal 
phraseology 
by 
writing: 
“Surely the latest members of the 
legislature did not leave Section 
38 21 as it new is, out of love for 
the taxpayer.” 
Seizure and Sale 
At present, the practice in Or­ 
ange county is for seizure and 
sale to be made by Tax Collector 
J. C. Lamb after July 31, the ter­ 
mination of the assessment period. 
County Assessor James Sleeper 
requested a ruling on the point 
whether it is his duty to conduct 
seizure and sale of such property 
for unpaid taxes during the assess­ 
ment period. Ogle ruled that the 
assessor does have such powers. 
In view of Section 3649 of the 
political code, which fixes Sep­ 
tember 1 as the date when pro­ 
ceedings may be started for seiz­ 
ure and sale, some counties are 
not seizing property before that 
date, said Ogle, but he expressed 
the view that Section 3649 is sub­ 
ordinate to Sections 38 20 and 38 21, 
which contain “specific grant” to 


the assessor to seize and sell prop­ 
erty immediately after assessment 
up to July 31. 
“Not So Stupid” 
At this point, 
Ogle’s opinion 
switched from acts of the legis­ 
lature to members of the legislat­ 
ure. 
“The legislature, 
in enacting 
Section 3649, could not have been 
so stupid as to have intended to 
take away the power granted to 
the assessor under Sections 38 20 
and 38 21,” Ogle concluded, as 
though hesitant to doubt the limit­ 
less extent of legislative stupidity, 
but, “even though they did so in­ 
tend, I believe they failed to do 
so,” he added, in view of the spe­ 
cific grant to the assesses in the 
latter sections. 
“I note with interest that Sec­ 
tion 38 21 was last amended in 
1937, and Section 3649 was last 
tampered with in 1935 , and surely 
the latest members of the legisla­ 
ture did not leave Section 38 21 as 
it now is, out of love for the tax­ 
payer. Respectfully submitted . . ”

— If 
the silv er scrap failed to make 
much sense to y ou, it is only a 
sig n that y ou are not a politician. 
It did not make much of any other 
kind of sense to any one on the in­ 
side either. 
No shade of Bry an bimetalism 
was inv olv ed in this. 
Silv er sen­ 
ators did not ev en offer that old 
arg ument. They handled silv er as 
a commodity , like the farm bloc 
handles corn or wheat. 
A better 
price was demanded on the strict­ 
ly economic (not monetary ) con­ 
tention that the silv er states need­ 
ed help. 
Unemploy ment fig ures 
were cited. 
In the last analy sis 
their plea was that the farm 


blocers g ot theirs and the silv er 
bloc should hav e its. 
They neg lected to 
point, out, 
howev er, that what they wanted 
was far more than the farmers 
ev er g ot. 
The final proposition

Hug h J ohnson, in his sy ndicated article, seems to 
think that the clause in the Constitution. 
Con­ 
g ress shall hav e the power to coin money and 
reg ulate the v alue thereof and of foreig n coin,” 
means that Cong ress has the rig ht to fix prices and 
raise or lower arbitrarily the v alue of all wag es 
and property . 
Certainly , the framers of the Constitution were 
not such poor economists that they believ ed that 
Cong ress could establish the rate of ex chang e be­ 
tween g old and commodities and wag es. 
They 
knew that if the v alue of g old were established 
out of harmony with the human effort required 
to g et it, compared with other thing s, it would g o 
in hiding . 
Amateur monetary theorists do not 
seem to know this y et. They will ev entually learn 
it after a v ery costly lesson. What the Constitution 
intended to do was to g uarantee the g enuineness 
and purity of the dollar. It had the rig ht to pre­ 
v ent banks from using ex cess credit as “ manu­ 
factured checkbook money ” This is the thing that 
Cong ress has failed to do in the past and this is 
larg ely responsible for depressions. 
Cong ress has 
a ll it can do to prev ent banks from manufactur­ 
ing “ checkbook money ” in larg e quantities in 
competition with real money . 
We hav e a long way to g o y et until people be­ 
g in to comprehend something as to the meaning of 
this much discussed clause in the Constitution. 
Misunderstanding of this clause has caused as 
much misery , pov erty and suffering , with the ex ­ 
ception of tax es, as any other clause in the Con­ 
stitution. 
We ask Mr. J ohnson to ex plain why the Consti­ 
tution prov ided that Cong ress should hav e the 
rig ht to borrow money , if, as he say s, Cong ress had 
the rig ht to coin money and reg ulate the v alue 
thereof. 
It certainly would be foolish to borrow 
if it could create or coin money out of nothing . 
It simply meant Cong ress could establish the 
measure of v alue called money just as Cong ress

R OCKE FE LLE R , JR . INTE R E STE D IN 
CHR IST’S TE ACHINOB 


J ohn D. Rockefeller, J r. has mailed out to news­ 
paper publishers a sermon by Harry Emerson 
Fosdick, "Dare we break the v icious circle of fig ht­ 
ing ev il with ev il.” Mr. Rockefeller had the fol­ 
lowing to say in sending out the splendid ser­ 
mon by Dr. Fosdick. 
“ This sermon by Dr. Harry Emerson Fosdick 
is one of the most arresting utterances in con­ 
nection with the g radual drift of the world toward 
a g reat conflag ration that has come to my a tten­ 
tion. It presents v iv idly the futility of opposing 
ev il with ev il and the necessity of breaking “ that 
v icious circle.” 
Nev er before hav e I so clearly g rasped the force 
of Christ’* teaching tha t the only way to ov ercome 
ev il is with g ood. Who of us does not know by 
ex perience the power of that seeming ly paradox i­ 
cal formula in personal relationships? 
To apply that formula to the world’s larg e a f­ 
fairs is desperately difficult, as Dr. Fosdick points 
out. Nev ertheless, it seems inev itable, as he say s 
that either we are g oing to throw the v ast in­ 
fluence of this nation on the side of those con­ 
structiv e forces that make for international g ood 
will instead of v iolence, or else we are in for a era 
dominated by our aping of our enemies . . . fig ht­ 
ing ev il with ev il until we are the ev il that we 
fig ht.” 
Yet thoug htless and demag og ic people contend 
that wars are a result of the wishes of rich men 
in order tha t they can sell munitions. To any one 
who had the priv ileg e of reading the Fosdick 
sermon, it is ev ident that Mr. Rockefeller realizes 
that one of the real and fundamental principles 
taug ht by Christ was it is more blessed to put 
more into the world, than it is to take out. 


V ALUE OF DOLLAR S 


The recent action of the Senate, taking away 
from the President the rig ht to chang e the g old 
content of the dollar, has caused considerable 
comment to be made on money by v arious news­ 
papers. And most of this comment shows the edi­ 
torial writers hav e little conception of money and 
credit. 
The New York Herald Tribune say s, “ The Sen­ 
ate in its action on Monday returned control of 
the v alue of the dollar to Cong ress, where it rig ht­ 
ly belong s.” 
When 
the 
Constitution 
said 
that 
Cong ress 
should hav e the rig ht to coin money and reg u­ 
la te the v a lue thereof, it nev er intended for Con­ 
g ress to attempt to reg ulate the v alue of money ; 
that is, what money would ex chang e for. What 
this sta tement meant was tha t Cong ress should 
hav e the rig ht to determine the purity of money 
and stamp its official certification of weig ht and 
g enuineness. 
The fa ct that the Constitution specifically spec­ 
ified Cong ress should hav e the rig ht to borrow 
money , is certainly ev idence tha t the framers of 
the Constitution had no thoug ht that Cong ress 
could create money or v alues. 
When Cong ress, the President or the bankers 
interfere with the natural v alue of money by reg ­ 
ulation or ex cess credit, it does g reat injustice to 
millions of honest workers who are busy produc­ 
ing wealth and are not students of credit, or mon­ 
etary transactions. 
The primary function of money is a measure of 
v alue. When g old wa s as money , it meant that 
it required a certain amount of skill and human 
energ y to produce an ounce of g old and people 
had the rig ht of determining whether they wanted 
to produce g old, wheat or other thing s. This g av e 
the public something with which to measure 
human energ y —how they could ex chang e the 
fruits of human energ y , not only at the present, 
but in the future.

The ef­ 
fects of ex cessiv e inheritance tax es, g ift ta x es and 
income tax es on employ ment are just the same as 
the undistributed profits tax .

Fellow Citizens:— 
One belief that seems to prev ail 
among those who are looking for­ 
ward to “ 30 warrants ev ery Thurs­ 
da y ” is that the creation of this 
so called “ bank” will take care 
of the acceptance of the warrants 
by business. 
In other words, if 
business refuses the warrants the 
one offering them may take them 
to the “ bank’’ and ex chang e them 
for money . 
Or he may deposit 
the warrants, open a checking ac­ 
count and write checks on the ac­ 
count. 
The one receiv ing the 
checks may take either cash or 
warrants for the check. 
From conv ersations I hav e had 
with many hopeful people and 
ev en some uninformed business­ 
men, the abov e seems to be the 
consensus of opinion, g enerally . 
Howev er, 
an 
ex amination 
of 
Section 21 of the act would soon 
dispel that. 
Section 21—(2) say s 
tha t warrant deposits are “ separ­ 
a te and apart from deposits of law­ 
ful money .” 
We also find that demand de­ 
posits in lawful money subject to 
checking priv ileg es are pay able in 
money , not warrants, while de­ 
mand deposits of warrants are 
only pay able in warrants. 
In 
short, y ou alway s g et paid in the 
kind of money y ou deal in. 
The question, naturally arises, 
why create a new bank at all? 
It is just as safe and as conv enient 


to carry around a batch of RE­ 
TIRING warrants as a checkbook 
of warrants. 
There is no dang er 
of holdup in either case. Why 
ask the people to subscribe fifty 
million for stock in a bank we 
don’t need? 
We hav e banks to 
handle real money and safe banks, 
too, under the Federal Deposit 
Insurance. 
There is no call to create a 
priv ileg ed bank which is tinder 
one man control and not ev en sub­ 
ject to the banking laws of Cali­ 
fornia, simply to allow a lot of 
nov ices in banking practice to play 
the part of big bankers. 
It is ev en folly to place in the 
care and keeping of these “ bank­ 
ers” all the tax funds of the state, 
counties and cities, with a $50,000 
bonded 
protection, 
when other 
banks furnish full protection for 
ev ery dollar of tax funds deposit­ 
ed with them. 
I hav e certainly heard no cry 
that the banks hav e jeopardized 
our tax deposits throug h mis­ 
manag ement. nor of any loss of 
tax money throug h unwise selec­ 
tion of a safe depository . 
Thus it would seem that Sec­ 
tion 26 requiring that all tax funds 
be deposited in this Credit Clear­ 
ing Bank is unwise, discrimina­ 
tory and uncalled for. 
The so called “ bank” was not 
a part of the first act we reject­ 
ed, and the promoters thoug ht the 
first act was g ood enoug h for us, 
so why do they offer us the 
“ bank” now? 
The bank ang le, whether from 
desig n or otherwise, is howev er, 
serv ing to deceiv e the Ham and 
Eg g followers into believ ing they 
can throug h the “ bank” ex chang e 
warrants for real money .

WASHINGTON, D. C., J uly 6, 
The President is reported in the 
press as being conv inced that the 
action of the house in insisting 
on a limited embarg o on deadly 
weapons to warring nations and 
of the Senate in supporting a sim­ 
ilar idea, has rung the joy -bells 
in Rome and Berlin. 
There is more than a sug g es­ 
tion here that the administra­ 
tion’s policy was keeping the dic­ 
tators in check and prev enting 
war in Europe but that this a t­ 
titude of Cong ress frustrates it. 
In other words, if war comes in 
Europe, our Cong ress and neither 
Hitler nor Mussolini will be to 
blame. 
When the question was of ex ­ 
tending the President’s monetary 
powers ov er the v alue of the dol­ 
lar and 
the 
stabilization fund, 
similar news releases were used 
to build up a bug aboo of fear. A 
horrible picture of a dancing dol­ 
lar and a ruined ex port trade was 
thrown on the screen. The desire 
to return to Cong ress not only its 
constitutional power but its con­ 
stitutional duty to reg ulate the 
v alue of money was » said to come 
from Wall Street Operators and 
some big newspapers. 
Somebody other than the Pres­ 
ident is alway s 
the 
g oat—Con­ 
g ress, newspapers, Wall Street. It 
seemed not to be imag ined that 
the desire on the part of Con­ 
g ress to recov er 
these 
powers 
mig ht be a wish to perform a duty 
to keep our constitutional form of 
g ov ernment intact. 
The factual 
support 
for 
the 
dancing -dollar 
hobg oblin was so slender that it 
seems to hav e been abandoned 
as too absurd to continue. 
Neither does it seem to be ad­ 
mitted that the cong ressional v iew 
on an arms enU.urg o is sincerely 
in the interest of neutrality . 
As 
has been frequently pointed out 
in this column, our World war 
ex perience is almost positiv e proof 
that an embarg o only of actual 
lethal weapons—ex cept for war 
planes—would hav e v ery little ef­ 
fect on a European war if access 
to raw and semi-finished products 
of our ag riculture, industry and 
mining remains free.

“ war-powers” used when a dic­ 
tatorship is admittedly necessary . 
Some powers are so plainly plac­ 
ed in Cong ress by the constitution 
as to make it doubtful whether 
they should ev er be deleg ated. For 
ex ample:

shall 
hav e power to coin money . . . 
and reg ulate the v alue thereof and 
of foreig n coin.” 
The power to 
reg ulate the v alue of the dollar 
is indirectly a power to fix prices 
and raise and lower arbitrarily 
the v alue of all wag es and prop­ 
erty in this country .

With such rapid tanning , burn­ 
ing is more likely to result. 
The 
best adv ice is to permit the strong 
sunlig ht to act on the skin for 
only three to four minutes the 
first day and increase the stay 
in the sun one or two minutes 
daily so that by the end of the 
week, the skin will be sufficiently 
tanned to acts itself as a protec­ 
tiv e ag ainst burning .
